Nancy  Cooper, 

Area  Native, 

Keeps  Busy

1 A host  of  memories  are  locked 
in  the  mind  and  heart  of  91- 
year-old  Nancy  Cooper,  one  of 
Cabot's  best  known  inhabitants. 

Born  in  the  140-vear-old  log 
cabin  in  which  she  still  lives  a 
solitary  existence.  Nancy  Cooper 
remembers  when  Cabot  was 
only  a nameless  crossroad  with 
two  houses  and  a saw  mill.  She 
also  remembers  her  first  terri- 
fying sight  of  a train  when  she 
was  nine. 

Most  exciting  of  all  to  her  is 
the  memory  of  her  first  plane 
ride  taken  when  she  was  a very 
sprightly  90. 

Living  alone  in  her  spotless 
cabin.  Nancy  Cooper  can  remi- 
nisce for  the  many  callers  who 
want  to  know  what  it  was  like 
"back  in  the  last  century.”  but 
she  prefers  discussing  and  re- 
membering yesterday’s  events. 
The  Over-Eighty  banquet  given 
bv  The  News  and  Tarentum 
Lions  Club  sets  her  eyes  to  danc 
ing.  Her  motor  trips  on  the 
Turnpike  and  the  new  Tarentum 
bridge  are  a real  source  of 
i pleasure  to  her.  Each  new  day 
1 is  a bright  experience  to  this  91 
year  young  woman. 

Upon  urging,  she  will  discuss 
the  past.  She  will  tell  of  wash- 
ing clothes  in  a tub  over  a blaz- 
ing fire  in  the  fire  place.  Or 
I scrubbing  on  a washboard,  boil- 
,ing.  scrubbing  some  more  then 
I rinsing  and  wringing  all  by 
ihand.  An  automatic  washer 
would  have  been'nice.  but  Nancy 
] Cooper  isn't  complaining. 

She  tells  of  walking  well  over 
, a mile  to  a one  room  school  on 
top  of  the  Cabot  Hill.  She  tells 
of  walking  through  drifts  in  the 
woods.  and  being  completely  lost 
on  cold  winter  mornings.  But 
some  of  the  other  children, 
about  50  in  all  walked  much  far- 
ther. from  Grange  Hall.  Han- 
nahstown  and  the  other  side  of 
Knox  Chapel. 

She  tells  of  quiet  Sundays, 
when  children  read  the  Bible 
and  were  not  permitted  to  play. 
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Nancy  Cooper 


She  remembers  the  corrm.„ 
a carbon  black  factory  to  Cabot, 
then  known  as  Saxon  Station. 
This  factory  brought  people  to 
the  town,  and  soon  a grocer, 
butcher  and  doctor  established 
residence.  The  grocer  whs  the 
uncle  of  Albert  Krause,  now 
owner  of  a store  in  nearby  Mar- 
wood. 

She  tells  of  the  market  train 
which  left  Cabot  for  Pittsburgh 
a 6:30  a.  m.  Farmers  would 
bring  livestock  and  produce 
which  were  purchased  by  the 
local  store  owner  at  market 
prices.  Hie  grocer  then  shipped 
the  goods  to  Pittsburgh  for  re- 
sale at  the  markets  there. 

Life  when  Nancy  Cooper  was 
young  was  full  of  work.  There 
was  little  time  for  amusements 
but  what  little  diversions  there 
were  settled  around  the  church. 
There  were  class  meetings  and 
prayer  meetings  regularly  at- 
tended. 

At  91,  Nancy  Cooper’s  doctor 
says  her  heart  is  shewing  signs 
of  wear,  and  her  blood  pressure 
is  up.  This  she  states  very  mat- 
ter-of-factly,  but  adds,  “I  can 
still  chop  wood.”
